Course  Transfers:  Thru  June  6,  students  may  transfer  from 
one  course  to  another  without  extra  charge.  After  June  6,  there 
is  a transfer  fee  of  $1.00  per  course. 

Change  in  credit-audit  status : Requests  to  change  a registra- 
tion from  credit  to  audit  or  vice  versa  will  not  be  accepted  after 
July  2. 

Withdrawals  and  refunds:  Refunds  in  cases  of  withdrawal  will 
be  granted  according  to  the  following  schedule: 

Thru  June  6:  Tuition  less  $5.00  registration  fee. 

June  9-13:  60%  of  tuition. 

June  16-20:  40%  of  tuition.
